One of the popular sayings of 
our day is “there ought to be a 
law against it.” There is a law 
concerning rights and wrong in 
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Church music and it is a must that 
we obey it. Qn Nov. 22, 1903, the 
Supreme Ponfiff, Pius X, enunciated 
in his Motu Proprie the principles 
which should govern all sacred mu- 
sic. A Motu Proprio is a special 
kind of rescript. en that clause 
is used in a papal document it sig- 
nifies that the Pope of his own 
accord, twice rye A for reasons 
which he himself deemed sufficient, 
decided that such @ course is to 
be followed. We have the Apos-'| 
tolic Constitution of Pope Pius 
XI, Dec. 20, 1928, promulgating 
principles which shall govern sac- 
red music, 


Little attention has been given 
to the observance of the above 
legislation, perhaps because of a 
lack of knowledge. It is only by 
chance that we obey what we do 
not know. The two documents just 
mentioned should be given a care- 
ful reading. If we do not know 
what the Church music law ac- 
tually requires, the effectiveness 
of the program for Church music 
will be nullified. 


So there is a law concerning 
what: is proper in. Church music. 
Why should I pay attention to it? 
One good reason is that our Holy 
Father, who knows whereof he 
speaks and who is not trying to 
ruin music and cramp the creative 
ability of composers and the tal- 
ents of singers has laid down the 
principles we are to follow. He 
speaks in the interest of the com- 
mon good. That is why laws are 
made. They are for order’s sake. 
Sometimes the composer and the 
organist and the choir must be de- 
_prived of some private aesthetic 
satisfaction so the congregation 
can pray and the priest say Mass 
without distraction. 

Do you want to be protected and 
saved from operatic melodies, 
folk-tunes, love songs, secular 
songs and the sentimental, maud- 
lin type of hymn? 

That’s why there is a law and 
why we must keep the law. The 
average congregation wants to be 
pro from selections like 
“Meditation” from Thais, the 
“Bells of St. Mary’s,” “In a Mon- 
astery Garden,” “Believe Me If All 
Those Endearing Young Charms,” 
“The ery “At Dawning,” “Be- 
cause,” “I Love You Truly.” Then 
there are those overly sentimen- 
- tal selections: “Good Night, Sweet 
Jesus,” “Mother Dearest, Mother 
Fairest.” 

Laws are made for our protec- 
tion. We must observe the laws 
on Church music for the protection 
of the pastor, choir, choir. master 
and congregation. The pastor and 
choir-master need protection from 


building we are going to attend a 
Church service and that the church 
is not going to be turned into a 
theatre. If the Church laws are 
obeyed our attention will be di- 
rected to the altar and not to the 
choir loft, 


We do not hesitate to admit that 
we should obey the Ten Command- 
ments, because they show the way 
to happy living and protect the 
rights of God and the rights of 
man. We agree with .the inter- 
pretation of our Church when it 
comes to the Bible. We expect the 
Supreme Court to show us the way 
and protect us from evil legisla- 
tion. We are glad there are signs 
on our highways to show us the 
way. Alo the same lines we 
should be glad that our Church is 
showing us the way in Church 
music. She wants to remove the 
obstacles that hinder sacred music 
and that keep it from being devo- 
tional. We should acquaint our- 
selves with the Church laws and 
then we must follow them in letter 
and in spirit. Do not permit 
Church music to be a scandal and 
stumbling block. Hearken back to 
the words of Ecclesiasticus and 
“Hinder not music.”

In Joint Project 


Foundation Seeking Fund 


For Building To House 
Powerful ‘Atom Smasher’ 


Notre Dame, Ind.,.— The large 


Radiation Chemistry Project at the 
University of Notre Dame will be 
jointly sponsored .by Notre Dame 
and the Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion, according to a contract an- 
nounced by the Rev. John J, Cav- 
anaugh, C. 8S. C., President of 
Notre Dame. 


This is one of the several sig- 
nificant programs for which the 
University of Notre Dame Found- 
ation is seeking the new $1,400,- 
000 Science. Building -Fund. ‘Con- 
struction of the Science Building 
js scheduled to start next Spring. 


Under the terms of an agree- 
ment reached between Notre Dame 
and the Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion, the AEC will provide a 2,000- 
000 volt Van de Graff electrostatic 
hedge | for use by the Notre 

ame Radiation Chemistry Pro- 
ject. The new “atom smasher,” 
which will produce both high ve- 
locity electrons and X-Rays, will 
be housed in a concrete structure 
to be built by the University. Con- 
struction of the structure to house 
the “atom smasher,” which is sep- 
arate from the Science Building 
proper, will be started this Fall and 
the generator is expected to be 
ready for operation next Spring. 


The new electrostatic generator, 
when installed at Notre Dame, will 
be the second such generator being 
used at Notre Dame~to conduct 
atomic research. A 4,000,000 volt 
generator is used for experimen- 
tation in the Department of Phys- 
ics at the University. This gener- 
ator, used primarily for research 
in nuclear physics, was employed 
for radiation chemistry research 
during World War II when Notre 
Dame was the center of a large 
portion of the radiation chemistry 
work done in the Manhattan Dis- 
trict. 


Another important source of 
radiation to be housed in the same 
concrete structure will be a radio- 
active cobalt source of Bamma rad- 
iation. Such a source generates ap- 
proximately 1,000,000 volt gamma 
radiation. 


Among the various features of 
the new structure will be the fact 
that the two radiation sources can 
be used independently. There will 
be remote contro] and remote op- 
eration facilities installed in the 
project. Safety precautions to 
guard research personnel from ac- 
cidental exposure also will be in- 
cluded in the same structure. 


Purpose of the Radiation Chem- 
istry Project at Notre Dame, which 
is concerned only with fundamental 
scientific research, is to study the 
general effects of high energy ra- 
diation which are produced in the 
processes of radioactive decay in 
all types of substances. It is the 
aim of the Notre Dame project to 
determine what harm and what 
good this radiation does, and why 
it does harm and good. Such scien- 
tific material is fundamental to the 
deyelopment of atomic power, 
and has applications in many other 
fields.

There Is A Reason 


HEN Tyrone Power was mar- 

ried in the Church a few 
months ago, and Rudy Vallee more 
recently, hundreds of questions 
came to this office asking “How 
could this be done?” 

Catholics should realize that 
while they may not know all the 
facts, the specialists on matrimo- 
nial cases in the Church do. 

As Thomas Flynn, writing in In- 
formation, remarked recently: “You 
may be quite certain that before 
they were married, the Church, 
the watchdog of the Sacraments, 
considered very carefully all the 
laws and all the facts, If she has 
not rushed off a mimeograph of all 
the pertinent data for you, try to 
be understanding.” 

What happened in the case of 
Power and Vallee has happened 
many times in your own parish, 
but no publicity was given to the 
matter. 

The Church thoroughly investi- 
gates the validity of previous mar- 
riages, and if it is clear that they 
were valid no influence of money 
or power or prominence of the par- 
ties concerned will induee the 
Church to permit them to contract 
a new marriage. On the other 
hand, if the investigation discloses 
that a previous marriage was not 
valid, the couples may be admit- 
ted to their “first” genuine mar- 
riage.

“Instead of worrying about how

ceive the Sacrament of Matrimony 
be glad that they did. You don’t 
begrudge it to them, do you? ... 


The same Church which would not 


sacrifice her principles to Henry 
VIII, even if it meant his apostasy 
from the faith and the establish- 
ment under him of a national re- 
ligion, you may be sure, would not 
sacrifice them to some Hollyy 
hero or to some big name the 
financial world.”

T. A.—Why does our beloved 

school bear the name “St. 
Teresa Academy?” The foundress 
of our school was Sister Clemen- 
tine, who came from a well-to-do 
family in Germany. At the time of 
Bismarck, nuns were in danger, so 
she fled to America for safety. 


One of the things the far-seeing 
superior, Sister Clementine, not- 
iced right away was the need for 
a young girls’ school. She must 
found it in honor of a saint whose 
character would be an outstanding 
example for every girl attending. 
She pondered over and over again. 
A parade .of saints .marched 
through her mind. Who should be 
the leader of these nuns and girls? 
St. Teresa of Avila! The strong, 
the fearless, the romantic lover of 
Christ, the intellectual queen of 
Catholic women saints! 


It was. autumn, 1894, and as the 
leaves were falling from the trees 
and blowing freely in the road, 
three slim girls stepped gracefully 
from a bu which had been pul-

the front entrance of a new school 
St. Teresa Academy. The girls 
strolled up the long walk, up the 
steps, and rapped the knocker a 
few times.

By His redemption Christ paid 
the penalty for this sin of Adam 
and for the sins of all mankind, 
but His merits must be made ap- 
plicable to each individual by some 
sacramental ordinance which only 
a God could institute. It should be 
quite evident -that since only God 
can "vs the supernatural—which 
is called grace—only He ‘can in- 
vent means whereby the superna- 
te ean be brought to individual 
souls. 


It is of faith that Christ insti- 
tuted the Sacrament of Baptism 
for the purpose of imparting grace 
to the soul in the first instance, 
and other Sacraments to assist in 
maintaining that grace, as well as 
one to restore it—if it should be 
lost by personal sin. 


No Mere Ceremony 


There are those today who hold 
that Baptism was instituted mere- 
ly a@s a ceremony of admission to 
the Church; others maintain that 
it is something: to be left optional 
—that those who believe that it 
would do them good should have it 
and those who prefer to remain 
unbaptized should not be molested. 
ut the whole Christian tradition 
from the days of the Apostles is 
against the idea that Baptism is 
an ordinance which may be re- 
ceived or left alone.

Baptism, therefore, has always 
been held to be a “rebirth”; an 
ordinance which imparted a new 
life, a higher life to the soul. 


There are those who, calling at- 
tention to the fact that St. John 
Says unless a “man,” hold that 
Baptism is necesary only for 
“adults.” But the original “tis” of 
the Greek, and “quis” of the Latin 
should have been translated unless 
“anyone.” 


The real purpose of this higher 
life is to condition the soul for its 
supernatural destiny. No amount 


fof natural goodness will lead to 
}@ supernatural end, yet God did 


make man’s end supernatural. Here 
on earth we live in a human order, 
but God destined us .or a divine 


order and the soul must possess’ 


divine life in order to reach that 
higher order in eternity. But if 
| ‘soul does not come into the 
world possessed of supernatural 
life, then it was necessary for 
Christ to institute an ordinance de- 
signed to confer that life. Such is 
the real purpose of Baptism. 


As in other matters, it is not 
what this or that or the other in- 
dividual thinks about Baptism, but 
what God has ordered. The un- 
baptized who are otherwise free 
from grievous guilt are not cap- 
able of supernatural bliss. The 
best that they can hope for in eter- 
nity is happiness of an order which

Desire And Blood 


But, contrary to the opinion of 
many, the Church does not teach 
that all who are not baptized by 
water are excluded from eternal 
happiness in heaven. .There are 
three kinds of baptism: Baptism 
of water, of desire and of blood. 
Baptism of desire is that which 
occurs when an individual wishes 
to receive the Sacrament, but be- 
cause of circumstances is unable 
to receive baptism of water. Says

If it had gone 
fair, I, twenty-three years later, 
would be writing about Lazzeri as 
the hero of the story. But it went 
foul. Alexander wasted the next 
one to fix the count at two strikes 
and one ball. The old-timer, who 
had first appeared in a World 

Series game in 1915, then baited 

the much younger Lazzeri with a 

wide curve. And like the mighty 

Casey of poetry fame, Tony’s bat 

swished through empty air as he 

missed the speeding sphere. Three 
were out. Alexander held the 

Yanks hitless the next two innings, 

and St. Louis had the champion- 

ship. 


Five Shutouts 


The whole thing began way 
back in 1903 when the Boston Red 
Sox defeated the Pittsburgh Pi- 
rates, five games to three. Bill 
Dinneen, for many years an Amer- 
ican League umpire, won three 
games for the Red Hose, two of 
them being 3-0 shutouts, a three- 
hitter and a four-hitter. Cy Young, 
who won more games than any 
other man in baseball, gained the 
other two Boston victories and 
Deacon Phillippi was responsible 
for the trio of pirate wins. 

There was no Series in 1904. 
The following year, 1905, post- 
season play of the two major 
league pennant winners was 
placed under the supervision of 
what was then baseball's central 
government, the National Com- 
mission. And from that day.to 
this, there has been a orld 
Series. The 1905 games brought 
together the Giants and the Ath- 
letics, and they were known as 
the Series of the shutouts. The 
great Christy Mathewson won 
three contests for the men of 
McGraw. 3-0, 9-0 and 2-0. Joe 
MecGinnity (iron Joe) won the 
fourth Giant victory, 1-0, and 
Chief Bender accounted for the 
lone Philadelphia win, 3-0. 


One Stolen Base 


Possibly the most often told of 
all World Series stories deals with 
the 1917 games between the White 
Sox and the Giants; the one in 
which Heinie Zimmerfman chased 
Eddie Collins across home plate 
with the Series-winning run. It 
was the final chapter of the games 
that year. Collins, fleet-footed 
Chicago second-baseman, was on 
third. Hap Felsch, the batter, hit 
a grounder back at Rube Benton, 
New York hurler. Benton threw to 
Zimmerman, Giant third baseman, 
and Collins was trapped 10-feet 
off third. If Collins dashed for 
home, he most certainly would have 
been tossed out. So, his only hope 
was to tease Zimmerman by danc- 
ing back and forth and try to draw 
him away from the hot corner, and 
possibly make him throw wildly. 
Little by little, Collins managed

Many Home Runs 
A great many 


Psa og remem- 
ber that Babe Ruth set some 
sort of a World Series pitching 
record . . . but they’re not sure 
just what it was. In 1916, hurling 
for the Boston Sox, the 
Bambino defeated Sherry Smith 
“ ap hs: n, 2-1 Ey a Wedear 
uel. Hy Myers, 1e ers, 
clubbed a homer off the Babe in 
the very first inning, but then 
he shut them out for the next 
13 innings. His next appearance 
in the October classic was in 
1918. Again with the Red Sox, he 
ae 16 more scoreless frames 

fore a tally was counted 
against him . . . and he still holds 
the record of p ng 29 score- 
less World Series innings. On 
the hitting side, the Babe was at 
his greatest. He hit three homers 
for the Yanks in 1923 and three 
in 1928. In 1926, he belted three 
in one game. He had the phenom- 
enal batting average of .625 in 
1928 and the same year Gehrig 
had a .545 average. I wonder if 
there'll ever be another one-two 
punch like that again in baseball, 
re ~ gag batting third and Lou 
ourth.

the then unheralded Babe Adams 
winning three games for Pitts- 
burgh in 1909... the same Adams 
who made an appearance for the 
Pirates in the 1925 series . ;

Communist Summer 
Camps 


Oo here we urge the sending 
of children to summer camps 
both for their physical and spirit- 
ual benefit. Most city school chil- 
dren do not have proper recreation 
plots on which to play, and some 
of them are undernourished and 
need the build-up which the fresh 
air of the Camp, the games and the 
swimming provide. 


But over in Poland, this last sum- 
mer, according to an official an- 
nouncement, more than 1,000,000 
Polish children were brought to 
summer camps in order to be in- 
doctrinated with Communism. The 
Polish children were kept at camp 
for four weks so that that indoc- 
trination might sink deeply. They 
were divided into groups of 100 so 
that it would not be difficult to 
control them.

The suspension of ‘indulgences 
for the living throughout the 
world, with the few exceptions enu- 
merated above, is intended to focus 
attention upon the Jubilee Indul- 
gence, which can ordinarily be 
gained in the city of Rome. In his 
bull, “Jubilaeum Maximum,” last 
May, Pope Pius set down the con- 
ditions for the acquisition of this 
Indulgence as follows: 

“During this year of expiation, 
to all the faithful who duly con- 
fess their sins in the Sacrament 
of Penance, who receive Holy 
Communion and visit once on that 
day, or on different days and in 
the order of their choice, the Bas- 
ilicas of St. John Lateran, St. 
Peter’s in the Vatican, St. Paul’s 
on the Ostian Way and St. Mary 
Major’s on the Esquiline, and re- 
cite in each Basilica thrice the 
‘Our Father,’ ‘Hail Mary’ and the 
‘Glory Be to the Father,’ and as 
well one ‘Our Father,’ ‘Hail Mary’ 
and ‘Glory Be to the Father,’ for 
Our intentions and in addition the 
Creed, We grant and bestow merci- 
fully in the Lord a full indulgence 
and pardon of all the punishment 
due to sin.” 

This indulgence can be gained 
repeatedly as often as the condi- 
tions are fulfilled. 

In the apostolic constitution 
“Iam Promulgato,” the Holy Fa- 
ther, recognizing the needs of var- 
ious classes of people and con- 
sidering the conditions of the 
times, has decreed that the follow- 
may gain the Jubilee Indul- 
oy in their own country in 


1. Nuns with papal enclosure; 
religious Sisters who have either 
Papal or diocesan approval; ob- 
lates or pious women who live in 
community; women belonging. to 
any Third Order Regular. 

Novices, postulants, pupils 
and others who live with the above- 
mentioned in item No. 1. 

3. Girls attendi boarding 
schools, even though these are not 
in charge of religious women. 

. Anchorites and hermits, 
such as Trappists and Carthus- 
ians, 

5. Prisoners, exiles, and those 
in houses of reform, 

6. The sick and infirm; those 
who take care of the sick (nurses 
and attendants). 

7. ‘Workingmen (In 1925 this 
was meant to epply only to those 
doing manual work. Professional 
men are not included.) 

8. Those over 70 years of age. 

9. Those who live in countries, 
where “because of special condi- 
tions it is unlawful to go to Rome.” 
(This would include communist- 
controlled countries that might 
choose to refuse exit visas to pil- 

ims, and haps also nations 
efeated in World War II, where 
occupation regulations may not 
permit foreign travel).

Power Of Bishops 


All of these persons may gain 
the Jubilee Indulgences wherever 


they are and as often as they ful-| nq 


fill the conditions prescribed either 
by their Bishop or confessor. The 
Bishops have the power to set up 
conditions that will be suitable for 
the persons and places under their 
jurisdiction. 

The confessors of persons cap- 
able of receiving the indulgence 
away from Rome have the facul- 
ties to absolve from all sins and 
censures reserved to the Holy 
See, including those reserved “in 
a special manner” and those re- 
served to the Ordinary, with the 
exception of formal external 
heresy. 


Although the extraordinary fac- 
ulties of confessors are technically 
by decree suspended throughout 
the world, in practice the suspen- 
sion is very slight because the 
following faculties of confessors 
remain intact: 


1) The faculties granted in any 
pomgad by the Code of Canon 
Ww 


2) All faculties to Ordinaries, 
etc., for the external forum re- 
main. 


3) The faculties of the Sacred 
Penitentiary granted to Ordinar- 
ies and confessors for the internal 
forum remain for those penitents 
who cannot go to Rome without 
grave inconvenience. 


The suspension of indulgences 
and faculties, the conditions pre- 
scribed for gaining the Jubilee In- 
dulgence, the ex¢epti allowed 
by the Holy Father, all have been 
designed for the glory of God and 
the good of souls. As Pope Pius 
said: “The result must be, with 
the inspiration and the grace of 
God, that the coming Great Ju- 
bilee will yield ‘most salutary 
fruits both for the apy per- 
sonally and for the whole of Chris- 
tian society.”
